Summary of reasons for decision: 

The video comprises a diverse selection of clips that represent various aspects of unhealthy 
interpersonal relationships. It is intended to be used as an educational tool in a school programme for 
older teenagers. The video is made up of brief clips from a variety of entertainment media. It 
contains material from the R18 publications 'Sin City' and 'Grand Theft Auto V', however, the 
Classification Office consider that this content, removed from its original context, does not warrant 





an R18 classification. However, the video’s unrestricted availability is still likely to be injurious to the 
public good because of its focus on unhealthy aspects of relationships. Children and younger 
teenagers are likely be shocked and disturbed by some of the depictions even though the impact is 
likely to be limited due to the fleeting manner of the depiction. A higher likelihood of injury to 
younger audiences arises from the normalisation of violence within personal relationships, the 
sexualisation and trivialisation of sexual violence and coercion, the way suicide and domestic violence 
are romanticised and the way stalker behaviour is to some degree encouraged. Older teenagers, who 
are the intended audience, are more likely to have the maturity to understand these clips in a cultural 
context and critique them as representations of unhealthy relationships. Therefore a restriction to 
persons 16 years and over is appropriate for this video. However, the Classification Office considers 
that because of the education value and purpose of this video it may be made available to people 
under 16 years with the guidance of parents or other responsible adult to guide them and assist them 
in interpreting the content. This classification is a reasonable limitation on the right to freedom of 
expression contained in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 in order to prevent injury to the 
public good.
